[ visited many houses in which over a 
hundred pigs were kept; every bed in 
these houses had from five to seven large 
pigs in a sty constructed underneath it, 
ant oither from the coanivaacs or ignor- 
ance of a lato Inspector of Marketa, whos, 
duty it was to sce that the pigs wero kept 
in propor placos, many of tho people had 
Government Licencss go to keep thair pigs. 
[magine houses whose upper floors are 
constructed of thin borrds, with wids in- 


toratices betwwe2n then, anl whose lowar : 


floors ura mad, and the state thoy would 
be under thase circumstinces, with pigs’ 
uring, &e., dropping from flvor to floor! 
It is neoliess to observe that the-minute 
this state of things was brouzht to ‘the 
notice of Government, it was at once put 
astop to, and that now all pigs found in 
houses are confiscated, and, on repotition 
of tho offenco, the owner is fined ag well. 
The Inte inspections were still moro 
thoroughly ‘done, and noarly every street, 
lano, and alley in the lower quarter of the 
town were visited, and notes of the condi- 
tion of the houses, drains, &c., ware taken

* Tho average size of tho main rooms is 
20 fect by L4 foot, by 10 foot high, contain- 
inz eight partitions, averaging 7 fect by 
6 foot by 7. fect high, over-which-a sort of 
loft is often built to increase the accom- 
modation, and'in 2 room of this descrip- 
tion, from 16 to 25. people live.. It ia ex- 
tromoly.raro to find that ‘walls or ceiling 
(which is composed of the bare rafters and 
boards ofthe floor above, or of the roof)
